Pending Claims 
Claims 5, 6, 8, 11-13, and 17-19 are pending.

• A second coating composition primarily comprising: at least one of (B) and (C); (D); (G); 
and optionally (H). 

Independent claim 13 comprises : 

• A first coating composition primarily comprising: (A); at lest one of (B) and (C); (E); and 
optionally (F). 

• A second coating composition primarily comprising: at least one of (B) and (C); (D); (G); 
and optionally (H).
